In view of thé certainty that there 
will be a.great deal of prospecting on 
Great Slave lake next summer a di 
scription of the way to get jthere is in 


order. But first a little of the reason 
why people want to go there.

east to west. The course of the river 
is towards the westerrivénd, where all! 
northern ‘travel passes. The eastern 
end is slmost unknown,and extends a 
couple of hundred miles towards and 
almost into the famous Barren grounds, 
the home of the musk ox. This eas- 
tern extension of the lake lies almost 
entirely in the ‘fat northwesterly ex- 
tension of the same Laurentian forma- 
tion in which'the’ ‘Port Arthur, Seize 
river and Rat Portage silver afid:gold 
mines are found: The lake is'full of 
islands’ an@l ‘has many bays extending 
far inland. It therefore gives iileal 
opportunities for prospecting and for 
the landing of eupplies and material for 
development work. Although the east- 
ern part ef the lake had never been 
examined by geologists, or even-scienti- 
fically explored in recent years, and 
therefore was minerally unknown, ‘it 
was always supposed to be a mineral 
bearing region. But as the mineral 
was ouly supposed to be copper anid 
lead no attention was ,paid to it. 
During the Yukon rush of ‘Jast year, 
however, some prospecting: parties 
passing through were attracted by the 
appearances, and although ‘they were 
all looking for placer, some of them did 
not object to a good :thing in quartz 
shouid they happen upon it. They 
prospecteit] and fount! that there was 
lead and copper, butithey also found 
that gold and silver were mixed with 
the copper and ‘leaf In what pro. 
portion, however, they could not be 
certain. They teok specimens, brought 
them out, had them assayed and claim 
to be more satisfied with the results. 
Although Great Slavé lake has hitherto 
been considered to be so far away from 
the conveniences and industrial appli 
ances of civilization that nothing found 
there would be ot any-value, that idea 
was a misiake which arose frem lack of 
considefation. Great Slave lake is 
essentially accessible ‘to the propector 
and also to the miner, let his opera- 
tions be on ever eo large a scale. In- 
deed that is where the region has its 
principal advantage, besides the actual 
existen¢e cf mineral. 

From the end of the railway at 
Edmonton to the navigable waters of 
the Mackenzie at Athabesca Landiug 
is 96 miles over a-good wagon or 
sleigh road. The rate of freight over 
this piece of road is from three-quart- 
ers of a cont to a cent a pound, with 
ample means of conveyance. 

From Athabasca Landing ‘to Great 
Slave lake the distance is roughly 750 
miles, divided by two #éts of rapids into 
three stretches of down stream naviga- 
tion om the Athabasca and Great Slave 
rivers, really the mpper part of the 
main stream of the Mackenzie. These 
three navigable  strétches -are suitable 
for steambeat navigation,“and there are’ 
only five portages in all, the total 
portaging distance being less than one 
and three quarters miles Boate-and 
loads are taken right through from the 
Landing to Slave lake, and down the 
Mackenzie to the Arctic ocean. Last 
season over 1,000 men took :the route 
by way of Great Slave lake to the 
Yukon. 

From Athabasca Landing to'Grand 
rapids, 165 miles, is one unbroken 
stretch of navigation, with’ only one 
rapid, the Pelican, to be :paswed. This 
rapid is insignificant, and 120 miles 
from the Landing. 

Grand rapids portage, half a mile, 
follows. The load has to be carned 
over the portage, but the empty boat 
can be letdown by hand: This is a 
difficult and dangerous plate, however, 
and guides should be secured here to 
take the boats through this and suc- 
ceeding rapids extending from Grand 
rapids to Fort McMurvay, 87 miles. 
There are ten rapids in the 87 miles, 
but all are run with full joads except 
the Cascade, where-a portage of all or 
part of the load for a few yards has to 
be made.

Why have the doctors resigned? 

The following is the plain answer to 
this enquiry: The doctors. have re- 
signed their alternate monthly attend- 
ance of paper patients, because they 
were not satisfied with the answers 
received from the Rev. Mother Genezal 
of the sisters of charity, to the follow- 
ing resolutions passed by them in last 
December : 

1.. That no charity patients are to be 
admitted without an order from the 
doctor for the month, or an order from 
a member of the medical board. 

2. That no private patients be ad- ; 
mitted to the hospital without the 
order of a doctor who shall be in charge 
of the patient, or if any private (pay- 
ing) patient desires admission such 
patient shall have the doctor of the 
month. 

3. That in the event of an emer- 
gency case, (accident, etc.,) a patient 
may be admitted without a doctor's 
order, but that such case must be 
clearly one of great urgency, and in 
such cases the doctor for the month 
shall be immediately sent for, and 
he shali have charge of such case, or in 
the event of the doctor of the month 
not beiag evailable, the assistant shall 
be sent for, and in his absence any 
other member of the board. 

4. That no pauper maternity cases 
be admitted. 

5. That a book be procured to be 
kept in the doctors’ room, in which the 
doctor admitting a patient shall enter 
his or her name and certify as to the 
standing of each patient, eic., if private, 


pauper, (paying or not paying) diag- | 


nosis, date of admission, discharge, 
etc. 

6. That the rules and regulations in 
regard to the admission, ete., of patients 
and general management of the hospital 
be printed. 

To these resolutions the Rev. Mother 
Filiatrault, superior general, sent the 

llowing answers to the Rev. Sisters 
in charge of the hospital: 

To No. 1. I answer that having been 
appointed by the community superior 
of the hospital, you have the right to 
admit or not pauper patients, if you 
have good reasons to do so. In a 
large conntry as yours, how can you 
expect a poor patient already tired out 
by a long trip togo round the town to 
get a docter’s note? I noticed the fact 
while with you last summer. 

To No. 3. You have the same right 
for ‘admittance or not of private 
patients, amd such patients are at 
liberty to have a doctor of their own 
choice, you cannot interfere in the 
matter. Any regular qualified medical 
practitioner may have patients in our 
hospitals, 

To No. 3. In an emergency case, it 
is well to notify the doctor on duty. 
In his absence get the nearest doctor 
you can. 

To No. 4. The question fer matern- 
ity cases not being finally settled, 
nothing is to be said on the subject. 
You will consequently act according 
to my private instructions, as you have 
already done. 

To No, 4. During my inspection if 
June, I found your records concerning 
the patients kept in the manner used 
in our hospitale, and in very good 

order. I consider that this work 
should remain in your hands. 

To No. 6, Tisaw at the entrance of 
the hospital, in the different wards and

LONDON FUR SALES. 


The London fur sales whieh toek place 
from Jan, 16th to 20th show muskrat 
lower than ‘in January last, and bear and 
badger lower than in March last. All 
other furs. are higher. The circular of a 
leading New York fur house remarks : 

There bas been a general advance on all 
atticles, more especially on mink and gray 
fox. Uf these articles mink is in most de- 
mand. On muskrat the demend is enly fair 
end the greater quantity will have to be 
bought fer export purposes. While mink 
advanced 35 per cent,boyers have been pay- 
ing that advance for the last month, and 
therefore there cannot be any such advance 
on late prices. Skank, at the present 
prices, are very high, and it is hardly to be 
expected that there will be any farther 
advance en this article. Mink will have to 
be bonght secording te color, and good 
dark skins will realize goed prices.

TEE BRADFORD MINING CO. 


T. P. Robb, manager, and E. P. 
Spaulding, assayer for the Bradford 
Mining Co., left on Tuesday for 
Finlay river with a complete drilling, 
blasting, and assaying outfit to develop 
quartz claims located by Mr. Robb 
and his associates last summer. The 
party of prospectors passed through 
Edmonton nearly a year ago and were 
known as the Dr. Potts party. Dr. 
Potts, an ex-Canadian, of Chicago, 
being the leader, and. Mr. Robb, who 
is in charge of the present party, 
being mining expert. Mr. Robb has 
had a good deal .of experience in 
prospecting and mining, having done 
important exploratory and prospecting 
work in Alaska, Siberia and elsewhere. 
His professional standing is high and 
his principals are both able and will- 
ing to put his judgment to the test. 
Dr. Potts, Mr. Robb and other mem- 
bers of the party returned to *Edmon- 
ton in November last. They haia not 
say mug what they had or had 
not do , however, expressed 
their ween of returning in Feb- 
ruary, hn§ up and develop their find. 
Just whenéit is or what it is they 
have not divdiged, but it is supposed 
to be free milling gold quartz, and it 
is located somewhere on the wes‘ 
slope of the Roekies near the waters 
of the Peace. The party of miners 
whom Messrs. Robb and Spaulding 
are taking out to work on their claims 
this summer are: John Gibb, Wm. 
Gibb, J. W. Coffey, Miles Lee, George 
Lee, James Anderson. They are 
taking about 7 tons of mining mater- 
ial and supplies. Chas. Anderson 
takes three teams, William Harkess 
takes 7 teams, and a team still re- 
mains in town to take a quantity of 
gasoline, which had not arrived when 
the main party pulled out. The 
gasoline is for use in assaying. Their 
supplies are furnhised by McDougall & 
Secord, who are also contractors for 
the delivery of the freight at the 
mouth of the Finlay river. It is ex- 
pected that the freight will be landed 
there in about 40 days. The route 
taken is to Athabasca Landing, 96 
miles by trail. Then up the Atha- 
basca to the mouth of Lesser Slave 
river, about 75 miles. Up Lesser 
Slave river to Lesser Slave lake, 60 
miles. Along Lesser Slave lake, 65 
miles. To Peace River Crossing, 75 
miles. Up’ Peace River past Dun- 
vegan and St. John’s to Hudson’s 
Hope, 220 miles. Across the Rocky 
Mountein Portage, 12 miles, and 
again up Peace River through the 
Rocky Mountains themselves to the 
junction of the Finlay and Parsnip, 
70 miles. Total 653 miles. If <he 
summer trail were completed this dis- 
tance would be shortened by about 
100 miles. At present the rivers are 
followed most of the way to ensure a 
clear road. There is no Geubt that 
the road will be well broken to Peace 
River Crossing, and very likely all 
the way to the mouth of the Finlay. 
This route offers every facility for 
taking ic machinery and supplies, as 
double teams are used all the way.
